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SKENATORIAL CONTESTS — REPUD-
LICAN INTEGRITY,

We attach no eredit to the rumors which
bave been 'rife here and in Harrisburg for
some days, that Messra, Lyndall and Thomeas
mean to contest the seats of Medsrs. Dechert
and Nagle in the Senate. It is possible that
a fow petty politicians, who think that any
moans are justifiable to attain politieal sne-
pess, bowever muoh the moral sense of the
community may be shocked thereby, may
have contemplated, or still contemplate,
auch acts of folly, but they cannot persist in
their attempt to commit the Republican party
to suoch a wrong without arousing a degree of
popular indignation that mnst make the

movement end in defeat and disgrace.

This journal faithfully and earnestly sup-
ported the eleotion of Mr. Thomas and Mr.
Lyndall. They were fairly nominated, and
deserved sncoess; but both were defeated,
and by majorities too large to make contests
even plausible, Indeed, until after the
defeat of Mr. Lyndall no serions thought of
contesting Mr. Nagle's seat was entertained
by tho friends of Mr. Thomas; and had not
the political control of the Senate passed into
the bands of our epponents by their recent
sucoens in the First district, we shouald not
now hear of any such purpose. It is palpably
an afterthought—a desperate politioal expe-
dient that no honfest friend of the Republi-
can party conld suggest, and which all honest
men of all parties will reprobate.

In the case of Mr. Lyndall, there were
doubtless Demoocratic frands, for they are an
insoparable incident to a Fourth ward elec-
tion; but it is not questioned by all intelli-
gent and fair men that a clear majority of the
legal votes cast in the distriet was given for
Colonel Dechert. Several thonsand Republi-
canus failed to vote, when they had a most un-
exceptionabls candidate and the issue of the
political control of the Senate directly in-
volved. Why it was s0 it is needless here to
oxplain, but so it was; and we must 8ccopt the
decision, or load the Republican party with a
degree of obloguy that will be tenfold worse
than the loss of the Benate.

We need not remind those who wonld
plunge the Republican party into proceedings
little less than revolutionary, that question-
able contests for places in defiance of the
deolared result at the ballot-box are a stench
in the nostrils of all just men; and it is only
too true that, in the desperate struggles grow-
ing out of the late war, more of it was done
snoccessfully by the Republican party than is
creditable. In the conflicts which involved
the national life, it was at times assumed that
political power was a supreme necessity, and
the people tolerated what they could not
commend; but the great body of the peopls
oan now have no sympathy with the efforts of
oandidates to gain positions in defiance of
popular elections, throngh trickery or the
party lash. The time is past, too, when Re-
publican committees of the Senate or House
will defeat the vote of the people because
they may happen to have the power to do so;
and we bazard little in saying that,
should these contests procsed and ocom-
mitteos unanimous_ in Republican faith
could be secured, Measrs. Dechert and Nagle
would be awarded their seats, as the convie-
tion is general that they are honestly entitled
to them. Can any man doubt that such Sena-
tors a8 Brooke, Evans, Olmstead, Billingfelt,
White, Graham, and others we might name,
would so stultify thomselves as to give places
to men who are declared defeatod by 800 and
1300, unless the most incontestabls proof
could be produced that on one side all was
frand and on the other side all was honest?
If there are any who place so low an estimate
upon the integrity of Republican Benators,
they cannot too soon learn that their hopes
are libels upon the best men of the State.
Not a single Republiean journal of the city
bas ventured to suggest or sanmction such
contests, and none of them will do so. With
one accord the Republican press of this oity
bas demanded that the party shall deserve
sucocess by honest actions, judicious leader-
ship, end acceptable candidates; but when
their counsels are disregarded, and the party
sacrifioss itaelf by indifference or faction,
the oonsequences must be accepted, and true
Republioans will profit by defeat, rather than
resort to desperate and unjustifiable measures
wh.ch must render future success hopeless,

We bave lost the Senate by criminal dis-
traotions within our own ranks, and the loss
oannot be repaired by violence to law and
justice. In this we feel persuaded that
Megars. Lyndall and Thomas will concur,
Mr. Themas did not contemplate a contest
one week ago, and he cannot contemplate it
pow, for it is not pretended that frauds have
been recently developed in his district. Mr,

Lyndall has, since his defeat, been elected to |

an important position by the Republican
Councils, and he certainly does not approve
of nny attempt to put him inte an office to
which his competitor was elected, Others
who ecare more for temporary and pelty
power than for popular confidence in the in-
tegrity of the Republican party may seek to
foroe Messri, Lyndall and Thomas into false
positions, but they will certsinly repudiate
the whole scheme, and thus preserve the
honor they had to comsele them in defeat.
Lt the Bepublican party turn its attention
to uniting its discordant elements, and hence-
fortk elect s candidates rather than add dis.
honor 1o defeat by attempting a lawless dis-
regard of the popular will as expressed
hrough the ballot-box.

interested. The ocreation of a paid Fire
Department is mnot a politioal mea-
surs, and it ecamnot in any way
be made a question of  party
politios, and the Mayor wounld mot have had
even the poor excuse of partisan expeciency
to offer if he had refused to sign the bill.
There were no logal or constitutionsl objeo-
tions to the ordinance passed by Oouncils,
and no one knew better than the Mayor that
the volunteer system had become an unmiti-
gated nunisance that every consideration of
public interest demanded shou'd be done
avay with. IHe, therefore, in resisting the
pressure brought to bear upon him by the
adherents of the volunteer fire companies,
only did what every good and law-abiding
citizen had a right to expect of him. Mayor
Fox, however, is none the less entitled to
great oredit in refusing to listen either to the
threats of rnffians, whose actions have done
so much towards making a paid Fire Depart-
ment necessary, or to the temptations of
thore who promised political support if he
would prove recreamt to the duties of his
office.

If any further argnments than those already
offered were mneeded to prove the neocssity
for the total abolition of the wvolunteor
Fire Department, the conduct of the
firemen on Baturday night and yesterday
would farnish them in abundance, Incen-
diary flres and disgraceful rioting celebrated
the birth of the new year and the death of
the volunteer Fire Department that has been
the glory and shame of Philadelphia, but
during recent years entirely too much
the latter, The occurrences of the
last two days prove the neces-
sity for the complete organization
of the paid I'ire Department at as early a day
as possible. The Board of Commissionersa
will meet to.morrow, and we sincerely hope
that measures will be adopted for getting the
new system into active operation immedi-
ately, and in the meantime the Mayor and
other officers of the law should exert them.-
selves to prevent any further exhibitions of
outlawry and to bring te punishment the ring-
leaders in the outrages that have already oc-
curred.

It isidle for sach philanthropists as Mr.
Welsh, of this city, to devote their time and
labor to improve the condition of the Indians
while the President appoints such men as
Mr. Perey B. Bpear s agents.

Welsh was agitating the country by an expose

Tuis distipgulshed man, who hus played
such an important part in the history of Spals, was
born at Heus onthe 6th of December, 1814, e drst
came uto notice doring the Onristinag and Carlist

the KHegent! Marla Christiva, and In 1887 was pro-
moted to the rank of colonel, To 1841 he was ordered
to be arrested for partidipating o an insarrection
8l Barogossp agalust the dictatorship of Espatero;
but he mansged to escaps to Frauce, where he re-
malned until 1842, when he wasd clected 4 deputy to
the Cortes from Baroclopa, e allled himsel! with
the party of Christing ngainst Espartero, und was en-
guged in a pumber of revolutionary brolls, nntil the
fall of Espartero secured for hio at the hands of the
Kegent the title of Connt de Reus and (he goveruor-
ship off Madrid. Shortly sfter, a reaction coms.
menced at Barcelons tn favor of Mberal principles,
pud (fepernl Prim was chosci on account of his
popularity to undertgke the task of pacilying the
maloontents. He lound I \mpossible to do 8o, how-
ever, without the employment of fores, and he was
consequently deéencunced by the people ad 8 traljor,
He also fell into disfavor with the Queen, and was
pocused of & conspliraey 10 overthrow the Goveru-
ment and to anssassinste Norvaez. He was con
victed of the former charge, sud was senlanoed to
sin vears' lipprisopment. At tue end of 81X mostha
he waa released, at the sodleitation of his mother ,

and for nine years he did not take any nolive part in
pub ic affaird.  In 1863 he entered the Turkish army
tn fight against Roesin, and the first advantages
achleved by the Turks on the Danube were mainly
due to his generalship, After the revolution of 1554
he returned to Spain, and took hig soat in the Cortes,
where he acted with the opposition to Espartero
and Olozagn. He was re-eleoted to the Corfes in
1857, He commanded a diviston and aftorwards the
resorves curing the Spanish-Moroceo war of 1559.60,
and 'ook part in most of the battles, addiog groatly
to his repu ailon as & mwilitary commander, On his
return to Spain he waAs mAade a grandee, with the
title 0" Marquis of Castellejos,

In 161 he commanded the Spanish expeditionary
Army to Mexieo, but after the project for placing
Maximilian on the throne was broached he assnmed
the responsibility of returning to Spain with his
army. In August, 1804, his participation in A mill
tary conspiracy caused him to be extled, but in June
of the following year he was recalled, and he at once
became the recognized leader of the Progression-
1sts rgainst Marshal O'Dopnell. Atthe end of 1868
the movement of whieh he was the head
attalped great magnitudes, his ostensibie programme
being the union of Spain and Portugal and the de-
straction of the Bourbopn dynasty. In 1568 an
insarrectiyn oconrred, and many regiments de-
clared for Prim, This outbreak was
suppressed, however, and Prim was obliged to 0y to
London. In September, 1868, he made his reap.
pearance in Spiin, and commenced new agitations,
which, however, amounted to nothing. He was one
of the prime movers in the great revolution of Sep-
tember, 1568, wihich secured the downfall of Isabella
11, and » inoc then he has been the notual if uot the
pominal arbiter of the aflairs of Spain. A short time
ago, In & sketoh of the newiy elected King of Spain,
the Duke of Aosta, we gave & very complote account
of Prim's connection with the affairs of Spaln sinoe
the revolution of 18658, anad It Ia only necessary to re-
peat here that he was the active braln of the Provi-
sional Government. That Prim's Intrigues were
of any bepefit to Spaln may well be dis-
puted, but he was undoubtedly the ableat
among the Spanish statesmen of the day ; and in the
peouliarly disorganized state of the country his
gndden death may well be considered as a public
calamity, and as it occurred by the hand of an adhe-
rent of the republican cause, it cannot fatl to infliot
irreparable damage on the republican party and to
render it leas likely than ever that It will succeed In
gaining power., Like all political assassinations,
the murder of General Prim was more #han & crime,
it wae a blunder, and his sudden death leaves the
future of Spain more dark and anocertain than ever.

From Washington he went with his regiment
to New Orleans, and was there commissioned in
the Adjutant-General's Department, and he has
also been on duty on the Paclfic coast. lis
offense is understood to consist of private mis-
demeanors of slight importance. It is under-
etood that, especially in this case, Congressional
action will be asked to reverse the decislon of
the board.

The oflicers discharged by the board' are
treated in every instance as are the oflicers
whose commissions in the army expire to-day
for want of assignment, and all receive a year's
pay with whigch to begin civil life. There is,
however, great dissatisfaction expressed regurd-
ing the action of the board in ceriain cases,
where friends of politicians have been inler-
fered with, and severnl members and Ssnators
promise to present bills setting aside the action
of the board in every case, and providing someo
other means for reducing the number of efficers
in the army.

THE MIFFLIN FIRF.

Sixtyv-.one Buildiegs Destroyed-—-Promplitude
of the Penonsylvanin Central Eallroad.

The Harrisburg Pairiof of this morning says:

The most destructive fire that has ever visited
ceptral Pennsylvania occurred on Saturday night,
December 81, in the town of MiMin, Juniats county.
About half-past 7 o’clock In the evening the flames
were first olscovered In the bulldlog known ne the
“Crystal Palace,” on the corner of Bridge and Water
streats, and before any ald conld be rendered [or
the extinguishment of the ‘ Crystal Palace,” the fire
commualeated 1o the adjoining bulldings on the
sonth side of Bridge sireef, and, with the exception
of three dwelling houses, consumed the entire
southern portion of the town, consisting of thirty-
one dwellings, stores, and oMoees,

The o lire apparatus in the tOWL was an an-
cient fire hand-engiae, which, when attempted to ne
used, proved an entire falinre. Seelng the dire
eondidon of aairs, the authorities telegraphed to
the officers of the Pennsylvania Rullroad Company
for aid, This request was promptly complied with,
Ihe first assistance of the rallroad company was
the gending of the Hope Fire Company, of [.awls-
town, distance twelve miles from MiMin, to the
soene of the conflagration,

THE BUILDINGS DESTROYED,

The bullding known as the Crystal Palace was a
four-story structure, situated va the corner of
Hridge and Water streets, and immediately on the
banks of the canal, Adjoining, i the same bullding,
was the hardware orm of Wearam & Co,, with &
very extensive stock of goods in their line, Every«
thing in thelr atore was totally destroyed.

The third story was occupied by Troguois Tribe,
No. 42, 1. 0. R. M.: Lost Creek Lodge of Odd Fel-
lows, and Patterson Counc!l of U.0,. A. M. The
i niterson Coupcll were In session when the fire
broke out, and were compelled to leave their room

The printing
oMee bullding of Messrs, Bonsall & Jackman, of the
Demaocrat and Register, was totally destroyed, They
saved a few of thelr locked.np forms and a lot of
tieﬂ-gp type. Their books and flles were alse
saved.

We can only hope, with all their loss, that the Da-
mocrat and Ragister will rise, Phenix llke, and
